Washington, D.C., Dec. 5.—Becuuse 
over 7,000,000 people in Great Bricain 
are enduring hardships and want 
through unemployment, the Fed- 
eration of Trades Unions has advised 
all union men to refuse to work over- 
time, according to reports from Con- 
éul General Wynn, in London. 

The Federation points out that for 


every skilled workman out of em- 
ployment two unskilled men are 
workless. It utges the employment 
of surplus labor by national and 
municipal work and recommends the 
establishment of a national depart- 
ment of labor.

Sale of 26,000 Rarrels Made to Chicago 
Manby Kentucky Distiller. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Dee. 4—The larg- 
ost whisky deal ever closed in this city 
and in fact in the entire country, was 
completed here today by D. K. Weis- 
koppf, of the Millard Distilling com- 
pany, who also operates a chuin oi 
seven or eight gemaller diptillerivs 
throughout Kentucky. 

The deal involves 26,000 barrels of 
whisky which will make the monetary 
consideration nearly $3,000,000, includ- 
ing the government tax. The whisky 
was purchased by Thomas W. Hinde, 
of Chicago.

LIGHTING RAILWAY CARS. 
important Order Made by the Rail- 
way Commission, 

Ottawa, Dee. 4.—The railway com- 
mission has issued an important or- 
der on the subject of the lighting of 
passenger cars, All cars must hence- 
forth be lighted by the Pintsch com- 
pressed oil gas system, or by acety- 
lene gas under the absorbent or com- 
mercial acetylene system. Stringent 
rules as to safety are laid down. In 
the case of each system the maximum 
working pressure must not exceed 150 
pounds to the square inch. With the 
Pintsch system the maximum test 
must be 300 pounds to the square 
inch, and with acetylene four times 
Rules as to in- 
spection and care are minutely pre- 
seribed. Railways contravening will 
be subject to a $100 fine for every 
offence and employees and officials 
disobeying the order will be liable .o 
a fine of $20 for every offence, Two 
or three exceptions are made. The 
use of electricity is not probibited; 
and the order is not to affect cars 
where lamps using mineral seal oil ere 
installed. Railways may use free 
acetylene if the pressure does mot ex- 
ceed 19 pounds to the square inch. 


Say Castro Has Deserted, 
Paris, Dec, 5.—Some of the news- 
apers here express the belie! that 
resident Castro, who is on his way 
to Europe with the ostensible purpose 
of undergoing a surgical operation, 
rendered necessary by the condition 
of his health, has deserted Venezuela 
forever, They say that for years ke 
has been sending money to England 
and France, where they estimate he 
has $60,000,000 deposited.

EVIDENCE FOR DEFENCE 
IN STANDARD OIL CASE 


Big List of Alleged Independent Con- 
cerns Produced in an Endeavor to 
Show That There Was No Mo- 
nopoly—Document Is a Formi- 
dable One. 


New York, Dee. 4—The Standard 
Oil trust’s fight for |ife, which began 


at the introduction of J. D. Rocke 
feller as witness for the defence, took 
on new ground today. It was an off 


day, and the Standard Oil brought 
out a list of independent refineries 
which they declared proved there war 
no monopoly. This list was a formi- 
dable thing. It was divided into two 
sections according to towns and states 
These divisions were New York har- 


bor, Philadelphia, Pittsburg and. vi 
cinity. he other oil region points 
were Ohio, Kansas, Oklahoma, [lli- 


nois, Kentucky, Colorado, Wyoming, 
California, Texas and Louisiana. Ev- 
ery little $10,000 stock company which 
ever thought that it has an oil well 
in any of these states was carefully 


| listed. 


The avowed object was to prove by 


them that the Standard could not 
hold a monopoly with all these con- 
cerns in business. In justice to 


Standard it must be known that the 
list of alleged independent refineries 
was presented to special examiner 
Franklin Ferris during the examina- 
tion, Like many other exhibits, nota- 
bly that»which changed the birthday 
of the Standard Oi! trust from 1888 to 
1889, it went in with many other ex- 
hibits and attracted no attention. 
There could be but one object in in- 
troducing such a list, to prove the 
fact that the Standard had no mo- 
nopoly, The list proved that th: 
Standard had no monopoly of names 
for corporations. 

When the list was given out toda: 
the Hearst News Service asked an 
authority for the percentage figures of 
the Standard On monopoly. Her 
they are es taken from the record 
in the government's dissolution suit 
which is now pending in the federal 
courts of Missouri. In export busi- 
ness the Standard, Oily trust in 1900 
controlled 90.98 per cent, in 1906 their 
percentage was 86.3. The Standard in 
1906 controlled 97.5 of the railroad lu 
bricating business. 

For the same year the percentag 
of the marketing business was 87 per 
cent. So far as the pipe line servic 
was concerned, it held 88.2 per eent, 
but of the ones contined to the oil 
of Ohio, Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, ete,, the percentage was 92. 

There were four closely typewritten 
pages in the Standard’s exh.b:t, which 
bears the official number of 277. There 
seems to be five duplications of th« 
National Refining Company. It is 
said to include five parafine manufac- 
turers which are not refineries, to say 
nothing of six asphalt companies 
Then many little concerns which get 
out lubricating oil are tabulated 
There is a long list of Kansas con- 
cerns which with one exeeption were 
established since the government be- 
gan this blanket suit for the dissclu- 
tion of the oil trust.

A sthe time draws near, interest in 
the bout arranged between Jimmie 
Petts, of Edmonton, and Billy Lauder, 
of Calgary, increases, and there is 
every prospect of the attendance at 
this contest being a . record-breaking 
one. Both men are known to be on 
the level and the public are thereby 
assured of one of the best contests 
ever pulled off in this city. The de- 
feat of Lauder in Calgary by Merino 
doeg not detract at all from the re- 
eh pee of the doughty little Scot. 

t is generally conceded that ‘this 
bout was an even one and that the 
decision should have been a draw. 
Supporters of Lauder are confident 
that, he wilt make a good showing 
against Potts, afid as a proof of their 
confidence they are backing their man 
heavily, aud money talks. Potts. 
himself, said about the bout in Cal- 
pay that the decision should have

The following are the articles of 
agreement signed by Potts and Lauder 
on November 27th:

2. The Alberta Athletic Association. 
of Edmonton, agrees to pay the said 
boxers 60 per cent, of the gross re- 
ceipts, 

3. Lauder and Potts agree to split 
the €0 per cent. as follows: 65 per 
cent, to the winner and 35 per cent, to 
the’ loser, 

4°The boxers agree to weigh in at 
133 pounds at three o'clock on ‘the 
day. of the contest. The weight of 
the gloves is not to exceed six ounces. 

5.Each boxer agrees to post $100 
with Bob McDonald, which ehall go 
as forfeit for weight and appearance. 

6, If either boxer is over weight, the 
forfeit goes to the other boxer, but 
to claim the same, the said boxer 
must agree to box opponent if not 
more than two pounds over weight. 

In case of the non-appearance of 
either man, the said forfeit goes to 
the club, which holds the right to 
find a substitute. 

8. It is agreed that the complimen- 
on tickets issued shall not exceed 


9. The referee shall be appointed 
by the club and must be satisfactory 
to both principals. 

10. The boxers agree to box at such 
a hall, or place, as the club may 
select. 

11. Forfeit money must be posted 
by December 12th, 1908. 

12. Soft bandages shall be allowed, 
not exceeding 24 inches,

Here is part of the Calgary Alber- 
tan’s comment on the match and deci- 
sion: 

Fidler made a mistake 
and a big one at that in giving Merino 
the decision. Most of the crowd pres- 
ent were very hostile with. the deci- 
sion, and several men who even had 
money up on Merino expressed an 
opinion that they had made a lucky 
win. 

Taking the contest all through, both 
men had about an even number of 
points. If anything, Lauder had the 
most, but not enough, perhaps, to gain 
4 decision. While Lauder did the lead- 
ing and forced the battle,and showed 
decidedly the best footwork, Merino 
landed time after time with a cross 
right’ which caught Lauder as he was 
coming in. Merino put Billy through 
the ropes once, and knocked him 
down in the eighth with a right that 
caught Lauder unawares, It was only 
a severe check, and Lauder was up 
before the referee ever thought of 
counting. 

Lauder continually scored points 
throughout the bout with leit jabs to 
Merino’s face, and occasionally got 
a right swing to the wind. 

Jimmy Potts, the Minneapolis boxer, 
who is matched with Lauder in Ed- 
monton on the 17th, was at the ring- 
side and after the fight said: ‘The 
bout was a good one and very fast. 
There was no difference between the 
men tonight, end a draw would have 
been a beéster decision.” 

Bob MacDonald, of the Edmonton 
Athletic Club, who is promoting the 
Lauder-Potts coniesi, said: “It was 
very hard luck indeed to lose the 
championship on such a decision, and 
T think Lauder had every bit as much 
of the bout as Merino had.” 

Jake Fullerton said: “Lauder  cer- 
tainly did not lose this contest and 
the decision was a raw one.” 

P, Fisher, who refereed the prelim- 
inarics, was of the opinion that Lau- 
der won, taking points into considera- 
tion, as he did the leading and forcing 
all the time. 

Billy Stewart was sore and said;
